Thix book may be considered as & supple.
ment to Sir Samuel W, Baker's “Rifle and
Hound in Coylon,” which was noticed Jin
these columns some time ago. Having in
that work traated very fully of the sports of
Ceylon, in the present book he has but little
to say on the subject, but gives an animated
description of the beautiful island, its people,
eustoms, seenery, and remarkable roing,  Sir
Samual W, Baker is an enthusiastic traveller
as well u4s o sportsmen, and he writes in a
graphic and forcible style that engages the
whole attention of the reader. The record of
his eight years' wanderings in Ceolon containg
much interesting and curions information,
We give the following description of the
anoient city of Pollanarus:—

“The remalns of these eltios sulficlently attest

the former amonut of population and the com-
parative clvilization which exlsted at that re-

sun still falls from the groat Dagy but it ix
the 'valley of the shadow of death' upon which
that shadow falls 1ike o pall over the corpss of a
natlon,

“T3° reat Dagaba fiow remalons o heap of
moul erﬁ;g brickwork, still retaining I8 form,
but shorn of all Ita beauty. The stueco covering
hine almost all t“!l‘lklipi'llrl.'ll. leaviog o pateh hore
and there upon the most sheltered portions of
the bullding. Scrubby brushwood and rank
grass and lichens have for the most part covered
its surfnce, Fi\'im.: it the appearance rather of o
huge mound of earth than of an anclent bulld-
ing, A portion of the palnce Is also standing,
and, althongh for the most part blocked up with
ruineg, there s still sufficient to denote its former
Importance. The brieks, or rather the tiles, of
which all the bulldings are composed, are of
such on Imperishable nature that they still
adhere to each other In large mosses in spoLs
where portions of the Lullding have fallen,

“In one portion of the ruinsthere are o number
of beantiful tluted columne, with ecarved vapi-
tals, still remnining in o perfect state, Amoug
thege are the ruins of o larze Night of stepi; near
them, again, o stone-lined tank, which was evi-
dently Intended as a bath; and everything de-
notes the former comfort and arrangement of o
first-clnss establishment. There are innmern-
ble velies, all interesting and worthy of indi-
vidun) nttentien, thropghout the rulns over o

mote ern among the progenitors of the prosent |

degraded mows of barbarians.  The roing of
'AIIII]’(‘dllI‘”"T““ which cover two hundreed and
fifty-six square miles of ground, are all that re-
main of the noble city which stood within jis
walle in o square of sixtgen miles, Bome ldea
of the nmonnt of population sy be arrived at,
when we conslder the present density of inhabi-
tants in all Indinn houses and towns.  Millions
must, therefore, have strenmed from the gatos
of a city to which our modern Loudon was couys
parntively a village,

“I'here §8 n degree of sameness in the ruine of
all the anclent citios of Cexlon which reuderd o
dl'ﬁl'rhlﬂlm tedious, Thoste of ‘Auny u]i”m: it
are the largest in extént, and the buildings np-

ear to have been more lofty, the great Dagoba
ving exceeded four hundred feet in helgh;
but the ruins do not exbibit the same ‘foish’ o
the style of architectore which Is seen in the
remaing of othor towas,
“Among these, ‘Topare,” anclently ealled the

Pollanarun,” stands foremost.  This clty up-
pears o have been Iakd out with o degree ol
taste which would have done eredit to owm

maodern towns,

‘Before its principal gate stretehed a beautifol
lake of about fifteen miles’ eircamference (now
only nine). The approach to this gate was by
broad road, upon the top of 4 stone causeway, of
between two and thrce wiles In length, which
formed a massive dam to the waters of the lake
which washed Its base. To the right of this dom
stretehed many miles of cultivation: to the left,
on the farther shores of the lake, Iny park-like
grass-lands, studded with forest troes, some of
whose mighty descendants still exist in the noble
Stamarind,’ rising above all others, Let us return
In imagination o Pollanaran as It once stood.
Having arrived upon the causeway In the ap-

woach to the r'i!_'u‘, the scepe must hiave been

eantiful in the extreme—the silvery lake, like
a broad mirror, in the midst of a tropieal park:
the flowering trees shadowling its wnters: the
groves of tnmarinds sheltering its many nooks
and bays; the gorgeous blossoms of the pink
lotug resting on its glassy surfuce; and the oar-

t-like glades of verdant pasturage, stretehing
ar away upon the opposite shores, covered with
countlegs elephunts, tamed to complere
dience. Then on the right, below the massive
granite steps which form the causeway, the
water rushing from the slulce carries fertility
among a thonsand fields, and countless laborers
and eattle till the ground: the sturdy buffaloes
straining at the plongh, the women, laden with
golden sheaves of corn and baskets of frult,
crowding along the palm-shaded road winding
towards the city, from whose gate a countless
throng are passing and retwrning, Behold the
mighty city! rislng like a snow-white clond from
the broad margin of the waters. The groves of
cocoanuts and palms of every kind, grouped in
the inner gardens, throwing a cool shade upon
the polished walls; the lolty pdlaces towering
among the stately arcea trees, and the gilded
domes reflecting o bluge of lght from the rays
of o midday sun. Such let us suppose the ex-
terior of Pollanarua,

“The gates are entered, and a broad street,
straight as an arrow, lies before uns, shnded on
either sde by rows of palms, Here stand, on
cither hand, the dwellings of the prineipal in-
habltants, bordering the wide space, which con-
tinnes its straight and shady course for avout
four miles in length, In the centre, standing
inn Fll:\l'i.ini‘ chrele, the great Dagoba,
forming a grand coup d'wil, from the entrance
gate. Two hundred and sixty feet from the base
the Dagobu rears s lofty smmnmit, Two circular
terraces, each of some twenty feet in heizht,
riging one upon the other, with o width of fifty
feet, and o dinmeter nt the base of about two hiun-
dred and fifty, form the step-like platform uf-.m
whichjthe Dagolu stands. These are ascended by
broad flights of steps, each terrace forming o
eircular promennde around the Dagoba; the
whole having the appearance of white marble,
belng covered with polished stucco ornumented
with figures in bas-relief.  The Dagoba s o solid
mase of brickwork In the shape of a dome,
which rises from the upper termee, The whole
is covered with pullalw(ll stueco, and surmounted
by a glided spirestanding upou o squire pedestal
of stucco. highly ornnmented with large figures,
also in bas-relief; this pedestal is n cube of about
thirty feet, supporting the tall gilded splre,
which Is surmounted by a golden umbrella,

“Around the base of the Dagoba on the upper
terrace are cight small entrances with highly-
omamented exteriors, These are the doors to
eight similar chombeérs of about twelve fect
square, in each of which I8 o small altar and
carved golden idol.

““This Dagoba forms the main entrance of the
eity, from which strects branch off in all direc-
tions, radiating from the clrenlar space in which
it stands,

“The maln strect from the entrance-gate con-
tinues to the further extremity of the city, belng
crossed at right angles in the centre by o similar
street, thus forming two groat main streets
through the eity, tetmlonting In four great gates
or entrunces to the town—north, south, east,
and west.

“Oontinuing along the main street from the

reat Dagoba for about a mile, we fuce another

oba of slmllar appearance, but of smaller
dimenslons, also standing n spacions elrele,
Near this rises the King's palace, o noble bulld-
lng of great belght, edged at the corner by
NArrow octagon towers,

YAt the further extremity of this maln stroeot
close to the opposite entrance-gate, I8 the roack
gemple, with the muassive ldols of Buddha flank-
ing the entrance.

“This, from the form and position of the
existing ruing, wo may concelve to have been
the appearance of Pollunarus in its days of

rosperity, But what remains of Its grandeur

t has vanished like ‘a talo that is told;' it is
pussed away like a-dream; the palaces are dosy;
the grassy sod has grown in mounds over the
rulns of étreets and fallen hounses; nature las
turfed them In one common grave with their In-
habitants. The lofty palms have faded away
and given place to forest trees, whose rools
spring from the crumbled ruins; the lear and

THE COINS AND COINAGE OF CHINA.

e

An Essay Read Before the Numismatle nnd
Antlqunrian Soclety by Wenry Phillps, Jr.
Ewq,

At the stated meeting of the Numismatio
and Antiguarinn  Society, held last avening, a
report of the procsedings of which will be
found on onr eighth page, Henry Philllips, Jr.,
Esq., the Corresponding Booretary, vead the
following paper: —

The most ancient of civilized natlons deserves
and clulms of us no small dogree of notice.
While Europe wos plunged In disorder nnd igno-
rance, the arts and m'hsm'ea,lpmmcted by Inw,
order, and religion, relgned sapreme in the Co-
lestinl Empire, The attention of scholars wus
eatly dircoted to thls strange land, and many in-
vestigations, which even at the present day are
not yet ended, were made into fte condition.
The ditficulties of nequiring the once almost im-
wasible language now no longer present any
impediments o learned zeal, =

A short sketeh of the currency of this vast
region may nol prove uninteresting, and I shall
venture to-night to o trespass for o short time
npon your indulgence, althongh for the matter
pnhout to be submitted to you no elalm of origl-
nality Is presented.

Who amopgst us has not ecen the nnconth
coins with which the Chinese buy and sell 7 Who
hiag not contemptuously lald them axide in some
obscure corner of thelr eabinets 7 And vet, as
a svinbol of immutability, =o thoroughly the
charneteristie of the oriental mind, the colns de-
sorve some proator considemtion,

The currency of Chinn consists only of silver
and copper; the Intter, however, i the only
mietal which is colped, a8 =llver passes from
hand to haud in Ingots and by weight, Gold ie
no more o currency among the Chingse than are
preciois stones in Y!I'I'll]-t'. but is considered o
mere article of merchandise,

The fenr of having the coln injured felo-
nlously by elippors, etes, I8 the reason why the
precious metals nre not coined, but only the
baser sort, although they ackuowledere the con-
venience that would result from =uch a0 course.

Copper money is the only kind that is colned
there, and bears o chameter stamped thercon; it
s in round, small pleces, with a square hole
through which they place strings, and the coins
thng arranged they wear around their nocks
like nocklnees. Whenever n purchnse is to be
made, the phyment is effected by cutting off the
required  gquantity Trom the steing,  The Indl-
vidunl value of each coln i sbhout the sixth part
ol & cent.

The colnage of China has always consisted of
guch and similor picees, and of the earlier
dynasties, nccording to Pere du Halde, some
specimens are known to be still In existence
which have either beeon handed down from
family to family, or have been found among the
ruins of honses and cities.

made of tin, lead, iron and even buked earth on
which figures and charaeters were imprinted,

[t g velated thnt after the relen of Han, o
prinee ¢nused money to be made of gealed earth
united with a strong elue, and taking it into his
head to put down copper money, lie got tozether
as much of it as he conld colleet, buried it very
deep in the earth, and Killed the workmen when
the thsk had been performed, that none might
kKnow where it was hidden.

In very ancient days, it 1= sald in the very first
dynasty, the money was carried In the shape of
o cutlags, and was wd o Tao, o word which is
reported to bear (hot signification,  Another
Kind was of a bulging form resembling the baek
of a tortoise, and thence called Koovei: other
Kinds of irregular shapes and figures also ex-
isted, but being found inconvenicnt for practionl
purposes, their nse was discontinned. At one
thme coins were n=cd so small as to be ealliad
gunders’ eves, and 50 thin that they swam on
water, and could pot be handled without danger
of being broken,  Of these It took ten thonsand
(10,0000 to purchase n measure of rice suthcient
1o Inst o man ten days.

The stump on the coin hing no relation Lo the
prinee on thie throne, beeanse they think i inde-
cent and disrespectiul that the fmoge of the
prince should constantly pass through the hands
ol merchants and the meancst of the people and
e usedd for the commonest and vilest of pur-
poscs. A notion wherein the Asiatic secloded-
ness of the higher ranks of the nation is pre-
sented ngaln under a new garb, The Inseriptions
which we find on thede colus are merely pom-
pouts titles given to the ditferent years of the
refen of énch monnrch, as for instance:—Elr-
nally shindng, sovercignly peacefud, magnani-
mous, ete. ete. A new title does not necessarily
denote 0 new cmperor, o matter which has
eansed error to arlse among the Europeans, wl
from which they bhave greatly multiplied the
nummber 0f the relgning princes.

On other coings mey be seen the names of the
relening fanily, ol the tribunal that presides
over the mint or over the city where they
were struck—a cugtom that will recall to mind
the early mint masters of England and the
moneyvers of the middle ages, to say nothing of
the family coing and mint marks of the Romans,

Somethmes they bear the value set upon them
by u particular prinee, which may be greater
than it really was, and In lustances was larger
than the rue one.

The characters on the very anclent coins it is
now impossible to nnderstand: even the leanrned
smmong the Chinese themselves are foreed to
confess that they are unable o comprebend
thelr meaning.

Searcity of coln sometimes obliged the Em-
perore o place upon the coins a higher value
than thelir Intrinsie one—a mensure which olten
gave rise to popular tumults, This searcity
happfened elther thropgh an unusual eoncourse
of foreieners, who, trading for r-irr-'ir. carried It
wwiy in thelr vessels, or through the precantion

Sometimes all private persons were strictly
prohibited from keeping any vessels or ntensils
of vopper, and were obliged to dellver them ad
the places where the money was ugunlly coined
to proper oflicials appointed to receive them.

In the reign of Hong Voo money had  beeome
s0 geiree that the mandarins and soldlers were
paid partly in silver and partly in paper, sealed
with the mperial seal, on which the value was
deslgnnted by chnraeters, A translation of this
mper money 18 us follows:—**"The Couort of
Freasury having presentod thelr petition, It is
decrecd that the poper money thus marked with

thoy

the lmperinl senl of Ming shall pass
current, and be pul to the same use os
copper  coln.  Those who counterfeit it

shidl be bebeaded. He who shall Inform against
and gecure them shall have o reward of two
hundred and fifty tnels.  Besides, he shall re-
ceive the goods of the eriminal, ns well lmmov-
able us movable. Dated P‘cur. — month,
and —— day of the relgn of King Von."

Palnting the rose and perfuming the lily have
been considered ag pursuits which to follow
would be but o waste of time; o much for Euro-
pean knowledge. The superior elyilization of
the Chinese has discovered yet another equally
profitable cmployment, Iocredible as it may
wppear, Chinese rogues are able (o turn an
houest penny counterfeiting the brass colnage
of thelr country.
